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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. 
Applicant argues that the applied references do not teach the claimed invention because they only disclose the provision of goods rather 
than a "service" as recited in the rejected claims; however the alleged distinction is specious. Most products are neither pure goods nor 
pure services, and while the applied references do disclose a good (the media file), the provision of these goods is itself a service. The 
"service" as recited in the claims is not limited to a pure service and therefore reads upon products such as those disclosed in the applied 
references, which reside on neither extreme of the goods-services continuum. This interpretation of a "service" is supported by applicant's 
own specification, which discloses that "[a]n example of the intended service is a parts ordering service (e.g. of a hardware store to a 
hardware distributor) . . . ." Specification, page 14, lines 12-13. Applicant's example of a service similarly is neithera pure good nora pure 
service, and consists of both a good (the parts) and a service (the provision of the parts). 
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
